STRANGLE MAN 


Paedophile with dangerous fetish tricked teenagers

A dangerous predatory pae¬ 
dophile with a strangulation 
fetish has been jailed for 12 
years after using Facebook to 
groom teenagers into sexual ac¬ 
tivity online. 

Retired banker Robert Sin¬ 
clair, 64, of Pine Hill, Epsom, 
described as a keen golfer and 
family man, was sentenced on 
Monday after pleading guilty to 
33 offences described as “abhor¬ 
rent” and “horrific” by police. 

In addition to sexual assault 
on a nine-year-old girl, Sinclair 
created multiple online identi¬ 
ties that he used to trick young¬ 
sters into filming themselves on 
webcams naked or engaging in 
sex acts - including strangling 
themselves. 

Starting in 2009 his victims 
came from across the country 
including six girls aged from 12 
to 14 and a 13-year-old boy. 

Other offences that he was 
sentenced for at Guildford 
Crown Court included attempt¬ 
ing to pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice, blackmail, sending 
obscene communications and 
unauthorised use of a 
computer. 

In January 2012, he ap¬ 
proached a nine-year-old girl in 
an alleyway in Epsom. 

Prosecutor Christopher May 
said: “She appeared to be in an 
alleyway or street, looking 
frightened. In one of the images 
she was touched under the 
chin, her head being pushed 


back to expose her neck.” 

Mr May told one 13-year-old 
victim he was called Max and 
had been hospitalised due to a 
car crash. 

He said: “The defendant had a 
particular interest in the neck 
and asphyxiation. He persuad¬ 
ed her into gagging and choking 
herself online so he was able to 
view the imagery.” 

Mr May said: “She said she 
was asked to slap herself and 
force her fingers into her wind¬ 
pipe. She said she found it hard 
to breathe.” 

The girl suffered post-trau¬ 
matic disorder, depression and 
suicidal thoughts as a result of 
what he did. 

He obtained indecent images 
of three other teenage victims 
and distributed them between 
2009 and 2013. Sinclair asked 
one of them for naked pho¬ 
tographs on her return from 
abroad. 

Mr May said: “He said he 
would send those he already 
had to her mother and sister if 
she did not comply to the black¬ 
mail demand.” 

Officers from Surrey Police’s 
Paedophile Online Investiga¬ 
tion Team (SPPOIT) closed in 
on Sinclair after he was identi¬ 
fied through a profile he set up 
on a website which shared inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

He was arrested in October 
last year and officers discov¬ 
ered that he kept a list of 398 
email contacts including their 
ages, location and whether they 
had access to a webcam.

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Inmates locked up round clock’ 



Three months after serious 
concerns were first raised in 
the Epsom Guardian about 
conditions at High Down 
prison a fresh wave of com¬ 
plaints have come in about 
prisoners being locked in their 
cells around the clock and 
solicitors not being able to 
visit their clients. 

Earlier this year the 
Ministry of Justice, and the 
prison’s governor, Ian Bick¬ 
ers, assured the public there 
was no crisis at the prison, 
and that problems highlighted 
by a damning inspection re¬ 
port last year were just 
teething problems caused by 
cuts to staffing levels and a 
tightening-up of the prison 
regime. 

But now fresh concerns have 
been raised by relatives of 
men in the prison - which 
now has 28 staff vacancies, 


compared to 25 in April. 

Their complaints include 
inmates being locked in their 
cells for 23-and-a-half hours a 
day, not being able to attend 
classes or outdoor exercise, a 
10-day backlog of post, solici¬ 
tors not being able to book 
legal visits, an ineffective 
“raffle ticket” visits system 
and severe staff shortages. 

Last month, Crispin Blunt, 
MP for Banstead, visited the 
prison. 

He said that while he be¬ 
lieves the challenges faced by 
High Down are “systemic and 
not particular” to the prison, 
he found it “rather odd” that 
the Prison Officers’ Associa¬ 
tion's (POA) members at High 
Down would not agree to 
meet him to discuss what was 
happening. 

Last week, Kevin Hurley, 
Surrey Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, who has also 
visited High Down, said the 
prison has a very good gover¬ 
nor, but there are “inadequate 
staff numbers to allow for

rehabilitative work”. 

One partner of an inmate, 
who also visited High Down 
three years ago, said: “It’s a 
complete shambles. It’s a 
million times worse. 

“Before, visits were swarm¬ 
ing with officers. Now visitors 
sit on prisoners’ laps. 

“It used to be stricter and 
professional.” 

One mother of a prisoner 
said: “My son has been on re¬ 
mand for four weeks now and 
for most of this time he has 
been locked up for 23 or 24 
hours a day. 

“A number of solicitors have

confirmed that it is almost im¬ 
possible to book legal visits. 

“There should be a call for 
all prisons to have public and 
inmate representation on 
their boards to view com¬ 
plaints and review their over¬ 
all performance. 

“The Ministry of Justice 
(MoJ) is in complete denial of 
the reality of what is going on 
at the coalface.” 

Responding to the claims, 
the MoJ said the POA was 
offered a private meeting with 
Mr Blunt, which it had chosen 
to decline. 

It said in the past three 


months, attendance at classes 
has averaged more than 77 per 
cent. 

It denied that prisoners are 
being locked up for 23-and-a- 
half hours, said there have 
been no reports of 10-day post 
backlogs, and no complaints 
about the ticket system used 
for visitors. 

A spokesman said: “There 
are now two less officers in the 
visit hall, but visits have been 
running to time and we are 
not aware of any instances of 
girlfriends sitting on prison¬ 
ers’ laps. This is not allowed 
and would be swiftly stopped.” 

He said temporary staff are 
in place to cover for the vacan¬ 
cies and that recruitment 
is ongoing. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
added: “There is much mag¬ 
nificent work being done at 
High Down with improve¬ 
ments continuing. 

“We will always ensure 
there are enough staff in 
order to deliver effective 
rehabilitation.” 


‘Overcrowded? What nonsense’ 


Chris Grayling has denied 
there is a prison overcrowd¬ 
ing crisis following shock¬ 
ing claims to the contrary 
by the Chief Inspector of 
Prisons at the weekend. 

He slammed Nick Hard¬ 
wick’s assertions that the 
prison system is so over¬ 
crowded that the safety of 
inmates and staff is at risk. 

Mr Hardwick said spend¬ 
ing cuts have resulted in a 
system so stretched that in¬ 
mates are killing them¬ 
selves or deliberately 
getting sent to punish¬ 
ment blocks to escape dire 
conditions. 

But Mr Grayling has said 
this is not true and that 
while spaces have become 
tighter in recent weeks, the 
Government is already 
creating 2,000 extra prison 
places which will be in 
place by next April. 

Responding to an urgent 
question on the issue in 


Parliament on Monday, Mr 
Grayling said: “At the time 
of the next election we will 
have more adult male 
prison places than we in¬ 
herited in May 2010 despite 
financial challenges creat¬ 
ed by the last Government.” 

He said that in a number 
of public and private 
prisons, “a few more pris¬ 
oners will have to share 
cells for a few week” - 
which he said he does not 
see as a problem. 

Labour MP Sadiq 
Khan, Shadow Justice « 
Secretary responded: 
“The complacency of 
the Justice Secretary is 
breathtaking. 

“He appears to think 
there are no problems 
in our prisons and that 
MPs can be kept in the 
dark. 

“The Chief Inspector 
of Prisons disagrees, 
disagree, prison governors 


disagree, prison staff 
disagree and bereaved 
families disagree.” 


Online advert for prison 
leaves readers in dark 



Mystery surrounds an advert 
published on the Epsom 
Guardian’s website inviting 
people to visit High Down 
prison. 

The advert, which appeared 
on Monday, said “Get to know 
your local prison. Who works 
in a place like this?” 

It invited readers to “Come 
and meet some of the staff 
who work at HMP High Down” 
at an event at the prison on 
Tuesday night. 

But when readers clicked on 
to a link within the advert that 
said “Click here to find out 
more”, there was no 
information about the event. 

Asked whether the aim 
was to recruit prison officers, 
a Ministry of Justice 
spokesman said: “An informa¬ 
tive open evening is being held 
for a limited number in the 
community. 

“This is not the first time this 
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Misleading: The advert on 
our website invited people 
to visit the prison - 
although all places had 
been filled 
has happened. 

“Those who wanted to come 
had to book in advance.” 

But it has yet to respond to 
questions as to why the prison 
advertised the event when all 
the places had already been 
allocated and exactly how 
and where it had originally 
publicised the event.

Sentencing him Judge 
Christopher Critchlow said it 
was “very sad” and “quite 
remarkable” that a married 
man of 40 years, with two 
grown-up daughters, would 
commit such crimes. 

Sinclair was described as a 
good father, a sociable person 
and a keen golfer - he was a 
member of Epsom Golf Club 
- who showed remorse and 
whose family was standing 
by him. 

Defence lawyer Richard 
McConaghy said after taking 
early retirement he created 
his own fantasy world. 

He said: “What he lost per¬ 
spective on was that there 
was a real world on the far 
side of what he was doing. It 
seems he became trapped in a 
dangerous spiral.” 

The judge said Sinclair 
must serve half of the 12-year 
prison sentence and was to 
be subject to an indefinite 
sexual offences prevention 
order. 

Investigating officer, Detec¬ 
tive Constable Steve Branch, 
from SSPOIT, said: “Robert 
Sinclair carried out an 
extremely organised and 
complex operation of horrific 
offending which has caused a 
huge amount of emotional 
trauma to the victims. 

“What he asked his victims 
to do was particularly un¬ 
pleasant and dangerous. 

“His actions could well be 
recognised by more victims 
not realising it to be Sinclair 
and we would encourage those 
people to come forward.”

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BARBADOS KILLING: Attack followed alleged row with drug dealer 

Iraq veteran dies in knifing 


An Army veteran who was 
injured in Iraq has been 
stabbed to death in Barba¬ 
dos in an alleged row with a 
suspected drug dealer. 

Brian Mulligan, 28, from 
Ashtead, died on Sunday, 
June 15, at 5.30am. 

It is being reported that 
the married father-of-two 
was stabbed in the chest in a 
row with a local man - 
understood to be a suspected 
drug dealer - in St Lawrence 
Gap, Christ Church, a popu¬ 
lar tourist area in southern 
Barbados. 


The Barbados Today 
newspaper reported that Mr 
Mulligan was taken to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Bridgetown, where he died 
from his injuries. 

Mr Mulligan, originally 
from Forest Hill in south¬ 
east London, was a soldier 
who is understood to have 
served with distinction in 
the Army for eight years, 
completing tours of Iraq, 
Afghanistan and Northern 
Ireland. 

The former machine 
gunner was medically 


discharged from the Army 
two years ago after he was 
deafened in one ear by an 
enemy grenade that explod¬ 
ed near him as he stormed a 
house in Iraq. 

After leaving the Army, it 
is reported he became a tele¬ 
coms engineer at Heathrow’s 
Terminal 2. 

He flew to the Carribean 
island eight weeks ago with 
other British engineers on a 
six-month contract to work 
on a project. 

It is being reported that 
he took the job to better 


support his wife Jemma, 28, 
and children, aged four and 
seven. 

A Foreign Office 
spokesman said: “We are 
aware of the death of a 
British national in Barbados 
on June 15. 

”We are providing con¬ 
sular assistance to the fami¬ 
ly at this sad time.”

Recycling caught in 
tricky EU conundrum

A EU directive about to come 
into force in the UK means it will 
be at least three years before res¬ 
idents in Epsom and Ewell can 
switch to putting all their recy¬ 
clable waste in one container. 

The borough is the only one in 
the county still asking residents 
to sort their own recycling waste 
and has the second lowest recy¬ 
cling rate in Surrey. 

But at a meeting of the coun¬ 
cil’s environment committee last 
week, councillors decided that 
current arrangements for refuse 
and recycling collections should 
be maintained until May 2017. 

Council officers recommended 
this because of a European Union 
directive that will come into effect 
in the UK next January. 

It will require English councils 
to separate recyclable waste as 
long as it is “necessary and tech¬ 
nically, environmentally and 
economically practicable” - a 
move away from commingling. 

Officers said it will take time to 
work out what this will mean for 
waste recycling in the UK. 

A report on the issue said: 
“There is a risk the council might 
select a method of collection that

was later shown to be unlawful, 
which would mean that vehicles 
were procured which could not 
be used.” 

While commingling leads to 
more waste being recycled, the 
quality of it is lower than that of 
recyclable waste which has been 
sorted. 

From October 2012 to Septem¬ 
ber 2013, the paper, card, glass, 
cans and plastic collected for re¬ 
cycling - the “dry” materials that 
can be commingled - represent¬ 
ed 32.9 per cent of the borough’s 
waste. 

Bar Runnymede, this placed it 
bottom of Surrey’s councils, 
with the county’s average being 
39.3 per cent and Surrey Heath 
scoring highest with 50 per cent. 


As part of a national recycling 
week Epsom Council is organising 
a number of events: 

□ Love Food Hate Waste on 
Thursday, June 19,10am to 6pm: 
Visit Epsom marketplace by the 
clocktower to find out how to 
recycle and minimise food waste. 

□ Recycle More! on Friday, June 
20,10am to 6pm: Drop by 
Sainsbury’s, in Kiln Lane, to find 
out more about the council’s 
recycling services and if you need 
new containers. 

□ Small electrical items 
collection on Saturday, June 21, 
10am to 6pm: Bring unwanted 
small electrical items for a free 
collection at the marketplace by 
Epsom clocktower. 


In the last year, Epsom and 
Ewell was placed seventh out of 
the 11 districts in Surrey for 
overall recycling. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said: “The waste team were seek¬ 
ing approval to extend the cur¬ 
rent contract, until the way 
forward is clearer and the cor¬ 
rect vehicles are obtained to 
meet those requirements. 

“Obtaining the wrong vehicles 
would have a detrimental 
financial consequence on the 
borough.” 
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Father and son robbers behind bars for vicious attack

Two experienced robbers who 
showed no remorse after com¬ 
mitting a vicious £45,000 cash- 
in-transit robbery have received 
long jail terms. 

Terrance Clark, 50, and his son 
Lewis Clark, 27, of Thessaly 
Road, Battersea, were found 
guilty of conspiracy to commit 
robbery and possession of an 
imitation firearm with criminal 
intent at Guildford Crown Court 
last month. 

On January 30 last year, 
victim James Smith, a cash-in- 
transit worker, was pistol- 
whipped outside the Co-op store 
in Tattenham Crescent, Tatten- 
ham Corner, leaving his helmet 
full of blood and fragments of 
teeth on his clothes. 

Mr Smith, who had spent 24 
years in the Army, told the court 
that a pistol was pointed at his 
chest and the trigger pulled. The 
gun did not fire and he was then 
badly beaten with the weapon. 

His front teeth were knocked 
out and he sustained serious in¬ 
juries to his face and hands. He 
needed bone grafts and im¬ 
plants, still needs dental treat¬ 
ment and has not worn his 
wedding ring since it was re¬ 
moved due to swelling. 

Mr Smith said: “It was surreal 
and no amount of training could 
prepare you for that experience. 

“It is unbelievable how quickly 
your life can change, the little 
things you once took for granted 
are taken away from you at no 
fault of your own.” 

During the trial, mobile phone 
analysis was presented to the 
jury and it was revealed that 
Lewis Clark used YouTube to 
search for videos on how to com¬ 
mit a cash-in-transit robbery. 


On Friday, Terrance Clark was 
sentenced to life for robbery and 
eight years for the firearms 
offence. He will serve a mini¬ 
mum of eight years and six 
months before becoming eligible 
for parole. 

Lewis Clark was sentenced to 
16 years for robbery and eight 
years for the firearms offence. 

Both have previous convic¬ 
tions for violent offences includ¬ 
ing cash-in-transit robberies. 

In the weeks following the at¬ 
tack, Lewis Clark was seen 
spending cash, predominately 
£20 notes in designer shops - 
cash he claimed he had got from 
dealing cannabis and amateur 
boxing. 

Terrance Clark also splashed 
the cash, with planned housing 
renovations, including a £5,000 
kitchen. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul 
Rymarz, of Surrey Police, said: 


“The sentence passed today 
demonstrates how dangerous 
and violent these individuals 
are and I am pleased they are 
now off the streets of Surrey for 
a long time.” 

Jaswant Narwal, the Crown 
Prosecution Service’s south¬ 
east chief crown prosecutor, 
said: “Both men were only inter¬ 
ested in the money and neither 
has shown any remorse for the 
injuries they inflicted on the 
driver in the course of his job.” 

Police said they spent nine 
months putting together the 
case against the pair and a 
month on from the robbery, they 
carried out what is believed to 
be the world’s first reconstruc¬ 
tion of a crime on Twitter. It 
reached more than 53,000 Twit¬ 
ter users.

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Ex-governor is ‘silent majority’ 


A man who spoke in favour of Nescot’s 
development plans at the crucial council 
meeting, claiming to represent “the silent 
majority”, has been criticised for not 
revealing he was an ex-governor of the 
college. 

Jared Fox, of Epsom Road, Ewell, was 
one of three people allowed to give presen¬ 
tations to councillors. 

He told councillors he was a member of 
the “silent majority” in favour of the 
plans, which he said would provide much- 
needed housing in the borough. 

But after the meeting, it emerged that 
Mr Fox is an ex-governor of Nescot and 
has also been working as a Young Enter¬ 
prise business adviser at the college. 


On our website one reader commented it 
was a further example of the “under¬ 
hand” tactics used by Nescot, which con¬ 
troversially offered staff a day off if they 
turned up at the planning meeting. 

Planning committee member Councillor 
Mike Teasdale said: “I didn’t know he was 
involved with the college. 

“It wouldn’t have affected my decision, 
but it would have been nice to have 
known. It would have been more suitable 
had he explained who he was.” 

But a spokeswoman for Epsom Council 
said: “As Mr Fox was speaking as a resi¬ 
dent of Ewell, there was no requirement 
for him to declare his previous connection 
with Nescot.”

Controversial plans for a new 
housing development on a college 
site were approved by councillors 
at a jam-packed meeting last 
week. 

Epsom Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee approved - by eight votes to 
four - a planning application to 
build 91 homes on the site of 
Nescot’s animal husbandry site, 
measuring 3.87 hectares, in 
Reigate Road, Ewell. 

The college needs to sell the site 
to fund the renovation of its main 
campus. 

In January, Nescot was granted 
planning permission to create 21st 
century facilities for its students 
and has secured a £7m Govern¬ 
ment grant provided it quickly 
finds a further £14m of match¬ 
funding. 

But hundreds of residents have 
raised concerns about the plans 


including traffic issues and loss of 
green space. 

Last week councillors debated 
the plans for the homes - 36 of 
which would be affordable houses 
— watched by 90 residents and 
Nescot supporters. 

Prior to the meeting, the college 
caused controversy by sending an 
email to staff members saying 
anyone attending the meeting 
would receive a day off in lieu. 

Mark Berry, head of Epsom 
Council’s planning and building 
control, said homes will be a 
range of two to four bedroom 
homes, with 40 per cent affordable 
housing which will be scattered 
throughout the development. 

New access from Reigate Road 
would be required and the homes' 
design will be in keeping with the 
character of Ewell Village. 

Mr Berry said: “It’s important to 
note that this site is within the 
urban area and not greenbelt and 
is a site which has been identified 
as a potential allocation for devel¬ 
opment by the council.” 


Mr Berry said the development 
would include an equipped chil¬ 
dren’s play area and another play 
area plus 208 parking spaces. 

A total of £300,000 has been se¬ 
cured from the developer in Sec¬ 
tion 106 contributions - £250,000 of 
which will go into education. 

David Williams, an objector who 
spoke at the meeting, said this was 
a “huge development” that would 
affect hospital services, surgeries, 
schools and the supply of electric¬ 
ity and water and which “does not 
serve the long-term needs to the 
community”. 

But Sunaina Mann, principal 
and chief executive of Nescot, told 
councillors they would be “letting 
down current and future students 
of this borough” if the develop¬ 
ment was not approved. 

A Nescot spokesman said after¬ 
wards: “Staff and governors are 
delighted that the application was 
approved. The decision means 
that the college can continue with 
the essential refurbishment work 
to the campus.”

Suspended sentence 
for golf-club attack

A drink-driving pensioner 
who attacked a newsagent 
with a golf club after urinat¬ 
ing outside his shop has 
been handed a suspended 
sentence. 

Terrence Mott, 64, of 
Egmont Way, Burgh Heath, 
was sentenced at South East 
Surrey Magistrates’ Court on 
June 6, after pleading guilty 
to affray, common assault, 
urinating in a public place 
and two separate counts of 
drink-driving. 

Just before 5pm on March 7 
this year, Mott urinated in 
the alleyway at the side of the 
newsagents in Shelvers Hill, 
Tadworth. 

He was confronted by the 
shop owner and then drove 
off, but returned minutes 
later and assaulted the owner 


with a golf club. 

Mott was arrested later that 
evening for the incident, as 
well as for drink-driving. 

While on bail, he committed 
a further offence of drink 
driving on March 17 in 
Cornwall. 

Mott was given a 20-week 
suspended sentence. 

For the affray, he was or¬ 
dered to pay £750 compensa¬ 
tion to the shop owner, was 
fined a total of £1,000 for the 
two drink driving offences 
and banned from driving for 
a year. 

He was fined a further £100 
for urinating in a public 
place, as well as being or¬ 
dered to pay costs of £85 and 
a victim surcharge of £60 - 
bringing his total costs to 
£1,995.

A Romanian nurse who 
shouted “Are you mad?” at a 
dementia patient, reused nee¬ 
dles and failed to admit to 
being sacked by a care home, 
has been struck-off for a 
year. 

Daniela-Florina Mysllinj 
was given a 12-month suspen¬ 
sion order by the conduct and 
competence committee of the 
Nursing and Midwifery 
Council (NMC) last month. 

She was given the sanction 
for a string of incidents relat¬ 
ing to her time as a nurse at 
Warrengate nursing home, in 
the Warren, Kingswood, be¬ 
tween October 2012 and June 
last year. 

The 40-bed nursing home 
cares for residents suffering 
from Alzheimer’s disease, de¬ 
mentia, Parkinson’s disease, 
Huntington’s disease, multi¬ 
ple sclerosis, stroke and 
motor neurone disease, pro¬ 
viding respite, convalescence 
and palliative care. 

The committee found Ms 
Mysllinj shouted at a resident 
with dementia. 

Giving evidence, a care as¬ 
sistant said: “She was shout¬ 


ing things like: ‘Are you mad? 
I think she shouted: ‘Are you 
mental?”’ 

Warrengate’s registered 
manager said Ms Mysllinj 
“struggled to understand de¬ 
mentia and how to deal with 
the behaviours associated 
with it”. 

Ms Mysllinj admitted 
telling a colleague that a de¬ 
mentia patient “ought to be 
in a mental home”. 

When taking blood from a 
distressed patient, Ms Mys¬ 
llinj left 12 needle marks on 
their hand and wrist, did not 


wear gloves, stuck used nee¬ 
dles into the resident’s air 
mattress instead of putting 
them in a bin or dish and 
used needles more than 
once. 

The registered manager 
said it was “horrendous”, 
with blood on the resident’s 
bed and Ms Mysllinj attempt¬ 
ing to collect dripping blood 
into a sample bottle. 

Another incident involved 
the nurse creating a risk of a 
resident receiving an over¬ 
dose of morphine sulphate 
because she did not know the 


initials MST stood for the 
same drug, and made a dupli¬ 
cate entry for it on a resi¬ 
dent’s chart. 

Ms Mysllinj also dishonest¬ 
ly failed to inform future em¬ 
ployer Bupa she had been 
employed by or sacked from 
Warrengate and said she had 
been working as a live-in 
nanny during her time at the 
nursing home. 

The panel concluded: “Her 
behaviour fell significantly 
short of the conduct and 
standards expected of a reg¬ 
istered nurse” and warned 
she could “repeat her dishon¬ 
est behaviour in the future”. 

Mr Rajan, of Claremont 
Care Services, which owns 
Warrengate, said Ms Mysllinj 
was hired from an agency 
and she received training 
from Warrengate. 

He said: “We got the CV and 
it seemed to show she was a 
qualified nurse. We can only 
tell how good a nurse is when 
she starts work.” 

Mr Rajan said he welcomed 
a serious case review, pub¬ 
lished this week, into failings 
at Orchid View care home, in 
West Sussex. One of its key 
recommendations is for care 
providers to prove they can 
recruit and sustain a trained 
and skilled workforce.

Four talented schoolboys have 
been chosen to tour with ska leg¬ 
ends the Specials this autumn. 

The Tones, whose members are 
aged 15 and 16, go to school in 
Ewell, Croydon and Carshalton, 
and are currently juggling their 
GCSEs while playing several 
gigs a month. 

The youngsters could not be¬ 
lieve their luck when Specials 
guitarist Lynval Golding got up 
on stage at one of their gigs to 
tell the audience how fantastic 
they were. 

Band manager and father of 
lead singer Jake, Graham Cun¬ 
ningham, said: “He said ‘I’m 
going to do everything in my 
power to get this band in front of 
bigger audiences.’

Formed in 2012, they were in¬ 
spired by listening to the 1960s 
records of Jake’s father and 
grandfather and they played at 
Liverpool’s iconic Cavern Club 
last month. 

Since their Cavern debut they 
have attracted international in¬ 
terest, featured on American 
mod radio and have been con¬ 
tacted by a Singaporean compa¬ 
ny looking to make a 
documentary about them.

Microchipping dogs will soon be law 


Last year the government 
announced microchipping will 
be compulsory for all dog owners 
in England by April 2016. 

The announcement was made 
after lobbying by the British 
Veterinary Association, the 
British Small Animal Veterinary 
Association and other dog 
welfare organisations. 

From April 6,2016 all dog 
owners will need to:

Getting Billy 
back to normal 


Billy is a very large and beautiful 
Maine Coon cat. He’s only two-years- 
old but already weighs more than 7kg. 
Given that the average cat weighs 4kg, 
he’s a big boy (and he’s not overweight 
we promise)! 

Billy came in to see us a few weeks 
ago as he had not been walking well on 
his left back leg. On examination of the 
leg it was his hip that seemed sore so 
we booked him in for some X-rays. 

On the whole his X-rays looked 
normal apart from some very subtle 
signs on the left hip which suggested 
that he may have a disease called 
Femoral Head and Neck Necrosis. This 
is a disease where the blood supply to 
the top of the thighbone is 
compromised and fails. 

The treatment for this disease is to 
surgically remove the top of the thigh 
bone. As this normally forms part of 
the hip joint, removing this section of 
bone allows a false, fibrous hip joint to 
form which will still allow use of the 
leg but will remove all of the pain. 

As Billy’s X-rays only showed subtle 



signs of this condition they were not 
conclusive for the diagnosis. Therefore, 
we initially started him on rest and 
pain relief to see how he would 
progress. Unfortunately over a short 
period of time things got worse and 
surgery became the only option. 

We are delighted that the surgery was 
a success and almost instantly Billy 
was back to his normal self.

C onfetti cannons, an en¬ 
ergetic warm-up with a 
fitness instructor and 
the “cancer slam” dance will 
welcome thousands of 
women to Epsom Downs this 
month for a charity event that 
aims to “show cancer who’s 
boss”, writes Koel Mukherjee. 

Race for Life 2014 will see 
people run, walk, dance or 
even hula their way along the 
5k and 10k course to raise 
money for Cancer Research 
UK. 

This year its Sign Up Your 
Hero initiative encourages 
women to sign-up the men in 
their life that they rely on, to 
receive tips and resources on 
how best to support their 
wife, girlfriend, sister, daugh¬ 
ter, mother or friend. 

Keeping its message of 
“cancer, we’re coming to get 
you”, the race will also set 
aside time before the event for 
participants to think about 
why they are doing it. 


There will be a moment’s si¬ 
lence for those lost to cancer, 
followed by speeches by the 
event manager and a local 
cancer survivor. 

Event manager for the 
Epsom race Sam Beare, who 
has lost close family to can¬ 
cer, says: “The moment’s re¬ 
flection allows women to take 
a few seconds to remember 
why they are at Race for Life.

around Epsom to commit to 
helping us bring forward the 
day when all cancers are 
cured. 

“It’s the perfect time to do it 
too - while the men are sofa¬ 
surfing, watching the 
World 


Cup, the women can help 
cure cancer. And for the 
ladies who love football too, 
think how much better you’ll 
feel watching a match, know¬ 
ing you’ve helped kick cancer 
into touch.”

S o I’m on stage at London’s 
Comedy Store gong show - 
about 30 seconds into my act - 
and it’s going badly. The drunken, 
baying mob that constitutes the au¬ 
dience is starting to mumble, with 
the mumbles gradually turning to 
boos and the inevitable gong. 

And through all this I spot a girl 
sitting at the front turn to her 
friend, shake her head, and say the 
word “terrible”. She couldn’t even 
be bothered to heckle me. How lazy 
can you get? 

The monthly King Gong night is a 
particularly brutal rite of passage 
for any budding stand-up. But at 
least there’s a decent-sized crowd. 

When I started performing stand- 
up comedy a couple of years ago I 
naively thought I’d be entering a 
world of well-run clubs, promoters 
who actually promoted, and rooms 
full of comedy-hungry punters lap¬ 
ping up your every word. 

What I didn’t expect was an open 
mic circuit awash with grim nights 
in rooms above pubs, with little or 
no audience, where the organiser’s 
idea of “promotion” is putting the 
event on Facebook so a bunch of 
their comedian friends - who are 
only going to turn up if there’s a 
chance of getting on the bill - can 
see it. 

Maybe it has always been like that, 
I don’t know. 

A handful of open mic nights, 
however, are pretty damn good. 
Downstairs at the King’s Head in 


Crouch End and the new act night 
at the Comedy Cafe in Hoxton are 
the plum gigs for new comics, and, 
therefore, have an inevitable wait¬ 
ing list. 

Very few venues now offer new 
acts a slot on the bill with profes¬ 
sionals. Twickenham’s 
Bearcat is one of these. 

The Bearcat is a long¬ 
standing well-sup- 
ported club that 
attracts big names 
-Harry Hill, Mil- 
ton Jones, etc - i 

and yet is still I 

willing to give I 

new comics a ’ 

chance. And that 
is to be applauded. 

But comedy’s 
tough. The reason it’s 
tough is because every¬ 
body thinks their sense of 
humour is the best. I do, and 
each member of the audience does. 

No one leaves a gig saying: “I did¬ 
n’t laugh once. I really should re¬ 
think my sense of humour.” So, as a 
performer, you’ve got an added bar¬ 
rier to fight against. 

And it’s not brave. Comics get that 
a lot - being told stand-up is a brave 
thing to do. I once had a squaddie 
who had been injured in 
Afghanistan come up to me after a 
gig - and I swear I’m not making 
this up - to say I was “brave for 
getting up on stage with just a mi¬ 
crophone”. Yeah, I’m still waiting

for my VC as we speak. 

One thing that bugs most new 
comics is seeing their act do well 
one night and die a death on anoth¬ 
er. The same material performed in 
exactly the same way. I’ll never un¬ 
derstand it, but then stand-up isn’t 
a science. 

The simple answer it that, 
, sometimes - and in my 
case, more than most - 
the audience imme¬ 
diately decides, en 
{ masse, that they 
, don’t like you. 
That’s it. 

| I’ve performed to 
complete silence 
before. It’s hard to 
deal with. And the 
worst nights are the 
ones where every other 
performer on the bill 
goes down well... except 

you. 

You trek home thinking “I should 
quit”. But then you tell yourself that 
“When I did that very same act at 
the Stick Insect and Artichoke in 
Bethnal Green yesterday they loved 
it.

Road safety charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists has issued 
some guidance to drivers on what 
to do if they see emergency 
vehicles with their flashing blue 
lights approaching. 

• Keep your cool - if you see or 
hear an emergency vehicle 
approaching, aid concentration by 
turning off your music, and take a 
few seconds to plan your next 
move. Acting in a state of panic 
could be dangerous and delay the 
emergency vehicle more. Also, 
remember to look if they are 
indicating to turn at a junction. 

• Stop - look for somewhere to 
pull over and stop if it’s safe to do 
so, even if the emergency vehicle is 
on the other side of the road. 
Indicators can be used to show that 
you have acknowledged the 
approaching blue lights and intend 
to move, but avoid usage if it could 
confuse other road users. 

• Stay safe - avoid pulling onto 
kerbs, pavements and verges - 
verges can mask numerous 
hazards and mounting the 
pavement can put pedestrians at 
risk. 


• Abide by the law - If you go 
through a red light or into a bus 
lane to make way for an emergency 
vehicle, unless directed to do so by 
a police officer, you are breaking 
the law and could be fined, 
irrespective of your good intentions. 

• Stay alert - be aware that there 
may be more than one emergency 
vehicle on the approach. Listen for 
more than one siren, look all 
around before moving off, and bear 
in mind that you may need to move 
over again. 

Peter Rodger of 1AM said: 
“Emergency vehicle drivers want 
you to help them reach the 
emergency at hand as quickly as 
possible. Behave calmly, legally, 
safely and predictably and move 
out of the way as soon as it is safe 
to do so to facilitate their route.”

Cricket boss hits back

The chairman of the Surrey 
Cricket Championship 
Crispin Lyden-Cowan has hit 
back at claims it forces clubs 
to spend money they do not 
have. 

Matt Joblin, the skipper of 
newly promoted Premier Di¬ 
vision side Leatherhead CC, 
last week told the Epsom 
Guardian there was a “them 
and us” culture in the League 
due to financial inequalities. 

He also said the Fetcham 
Grove club had been forced to 


spend £10,000 on extending 
its changing rooms by one 
metre to meet Championship 
criteria - otherwise they 
would face expulsion from 
the top flight. 

However, Lyden-Cowan 
said: “The Surrey Champi¬ 
onship require the Premier 
Division clubs to meet ECB 
minimum standards - these 
are covers, sight-screens and 
boundary ropes. 

“On all other matters we 
use our experience in an ad¬ 
visory capacity only. We 
would not exclude clubs from 
the Premier Division for hav¬ 
ing their changing rooms one 
metre too small.” 

He added: “I respect clubs 


that use their facilities to 
gain additional income from 
sources other than cricket, 
and then use that money to 
fund other sports at their 
club. 

“We have no edict or au¬ 
thority to tell clubs to move 
that money to other cricket 
clubs.” 

• Leatherhead’s Adam 
Dyson took 5-50 at Weybridge 
on Saturday, but he could not 
prevent the Fetcham Grove 
outfit going down by 71 runs 
in the latest round of Pre¬ 
mier Division games. 

Mike Nicol waded in with 
3-36 as Weybridge carded 182 
all out in the 49th over. 

In reply, Matt Laidman top 


scored on 52, but no one could 
stay with him and Leather- 
head, who go to champions 
Wimbledon this weekend, 
were skittled for the unlucky 
Nelson.
